City Fire Service 
Apparently Gone 


Placentia, at one time torn apart 
by labor problems in the fire house, 
apparently relinquished any hope of 
again having locally operated fire 
stations Tuesday night by signing up 
for Orange County fire service for 
another year. 

The move, couched in economics, 
was not unexpected. 

Apparently closing the chapter on 
a proud local fire history, the city 
agreed to a second year of county 
service Tuesday including the 
disposal of the remaining city owned 
fire equipment and two large fire 
trucks. 

Such trucks, if bought new today, 
would cost in the neighborhood of 


$100,000 each, Orange Cuunty Fire 
Chief Carl Downs _ estimated 
Tuesday night. 

The upcoming year’s service with 
Orange County has _ already 
accelerated in cost, it was reported, 
with an agreement recently made 
between firefighters and the state of 
California reducing the work week 
from 84 to 72 hours with no reduction 
in pay. County fire service personnel 
are all California State Division of 
Forestry employees. 

Also anticipated in the final 
1977-78 fire contract figure is an 
additional raise for five personnel 
during the next fiscal year. Chief

Slurry Seal Project Snarls Traffic 


A slurry seal snarl-up of vehicular 
traffic, bicyclists, pedestrians and 
unhappy local merchants brought 
the city’s current street resurfacing 
project to an abrupt halt last week 
after protests began to reach City 
Hall and councilmen. 

The street resurfacing efforts 
were credited with creating an 
endless tangle oa the city’s busiest 
streets and_ intersections as 
Christmas shoppers Wednesday 
found Yorba Linda Boulevard cut to 
one lane and in some instances 
access to major shopping centers 
blocked. 

Councilman Donald Holt indicat- 
ed that the wrath of the public over 


the timing of the work had set his 
telephone to ringing. Ben Mina- 
mide, the newly appointed Director 
of the Public Works Department 
said that his department had had 
several calls. 


‘‘About half of them were 
friendly,’’ he recalled. ‘‘The other 
half...well...’’ 


Thursday’s slurry seal resurfac- 
ing schedule was to have blocked off 
the other half of Yorba Linda 
Boulevard, the city’s busiest 
thoroughfare, from Rose Drive to 
the Fullerton city line, two days 
before Christmas. But it never 
happened.

A federal grant application to do 
an airport master planning study for 
Orange County, Southern San 
Bernardino County and Western 
Riverside County including Chino 
Hills, nas been denied by the 
Federal Aviation Administration, 
according «o Supervisor Ralph A. 
Diedrich, chairman cf the Orange 
County Board of Supervisors. 

Made by the Inter-County Airport 
Authority, the grant application was 
denied in a letter from Gerald M. 


Dallas, Chief, Airports District 
Office in Los Angeles, for several 
reasons. 

The letter was sent to Frank 


Marshott, chairman of ICAA, an 
organization formed by a joint 
powers agreement between the 


cities of Chino, Garden Grove, Santa 
Ana and Stanton. John Lowman is 
executive director of the group. 
Dallas said in his letter that the 
‘“‘Inter-County Airport Authority 
does not meet the requirements for 


sponsor eligibility contained in 
Federal Aviation regulations.”’ 

Supervisor Diedrich said the FAA 
explained more than a year ago that 
city members of the ICAA would 
have to commit themselves to 
enough money to actually build the 
airport before they would be 
considered an eligible sponsor for 
federal financing. 

In addition, the letter from Dallas 
to Marshott, who is Mayor Pro Tem 
of Stanton, said in part, ‘The 
proposed study is not included in the 
current Southern California Associa- 
tion of Governments (SCAG) overall 
work program nor is it specifically 
identified in their aviation system 
plan.’’ 

Diedrich said the letter also 
contains the statement, ‘‘The 
requirement for a new air carrier 
airport in the proposed study area is 
not recognized in the National 
Airport System plan.

today released the following open 
letter: 


Dear California Taxpayers: 

Thank you for the letters on 
property taxes. I share your concern 
for the rising cost of government. | 
would answer you personally, but in 
view of the hundreds of thousands of 
letters you have sent me on the 
subject, the last thing I want to do is 
to spend another $40,000 of your 
money on postage. Instead, I have 
decided to express my thoughts in 
this open letter. 


During the coming weeks, I will 
carefully evaluate the various 
property tax proposals now 
circulating in Sacramento. My 
principal concern is to insure prompt 
but honest property tax relief. 

In my judgment, this will not come 
by raising sales and income taxes to 
reduce taxes on property. Such an 
approach merely changes the form 
but not the substance. 

Real property tax reform must 
include the following four funda- 
mental principles: 

1) Legal restraints on local and 
state spending. 


2) Removal of unreasonable state 
mandates which force excessive 
spending at the local level. 

3) A split of the tax-role by a 
constitutional amendment so that 
business pays its historical share of 
local property taxes. 

4) Targeting state property tax 
relief to those homeowners hardest 
hit and most in need. 

I would welcome and encourage 
any additional thoughts you might 
have.

In Favor Of Death Penalty 


Dear Editor: 

The California Supreme Court last 
week invalidated this State’s capital 
punishment law. It was their 
interpretation that California’s law 
did not meet the guidelines 
established by the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 

The fact that the votets of 
California bothered to go to the polls 
in 1972 and voted to restore the death 
penalty made little difference. 

It is of even less consequence that 
several hundred people will be killed 
in 1977 without the slightest fear of a 
death sentence to deter the killers of 
committing this heinous criminal 
act. 

In the unincorporated areas thus 
far this year we have experienced 14 
homicides, or ten more over 1975. 
Significantly, the majority is 
characterized as being premedi- 
tated. 

Countywide, cities have reported 
a total of 65 killings, or two more 
than last year. Between 60 to 70% 
are of the coldblooded, planned and 
calculated type. 

These figures do not take into 
account the 140 deaths attributed to 
drug overdose. How many of these 
are self-induced or at the hands of

It is my judgment and, obviously, 
that of the overwhelming majority of 
the people in the State of California 
that the only deterrent to an act of 
homicide, under specific circum- 
stances, is the death penalty. 

Common sense, as well as facts, 
question who in their right mind 
would arm themselves and commit a 
crime, knowing full well that they 
are placing their own lives in 
jeopardy. 

Nine years have passed since the 
State has had an execution. This 
moratorium of the death penaity has 
proven conclusively that there is a 
total disregard for law and order, in 
general, and homicide, in particular. 

We do not advocate the death 
penalty in each and every case of

‘Prior to the sale, however, we 
would go outside to determine what 
the equipment would bring and then 
negotiate with the county on that 
basis.

spending or not spending taxpayer 
funds to preserve and maintain the 
house as an historical monument. 
That was all. 

Nothing was mentioned about its 
use as a park building. Or a school 
room. And there was no indication 
either way that the house should or 
should not be sold or laid on the 
ground. 

That is scarcely a mandate. 

We are asking the five city 
councilpeople of the City of 
Placentia these questions: 

Why was a commission not 
appointed with official status to 
exhaustively explore the possibili- 
ties for uses of the $240,000 to 
$300,000 Bradford House? 

This would cost the citizens of 
Placentia nothing. For some reason 
even the mayor’s Blue Ribbon 
Bradford House Committee met 
with not one City Hall staff member 
in attendance although two 
councilpeople were members. 

If this home was to be demolished, 
why was it not put on the ballot for 
the consideration of the voters in the 
upcoming March 8, 1977 election? It 
could have been included as late as 
S™p.m. the Thursday before 
Christmas Day. It was not. 

Why was thé Bradford House 
brought up at the end of a city 
council meeting with no notification 
to the public or press and without 
even a mention on the meeting’s 
agenda? Is this the usual way of 
disposing of $240,000 to $300,000 
gifts? 

Why was no effort made to use 
this house as a park building such as 
the one in Descanso Gardens in Los 
Angeles? 

(Take a look at the taxpayer 
money spent to drag a small water 
wheel building--a gift-- through the 
streets of the city at night, relocate it 
in a park, landscape and provide a 
series of pools for its use.) 

(Take a gocd look at the difference 
in usable space it provides.) 

Why was not thought given or 
research conducted into declaring 
the house an educational center 
under the Civic Center agreement 
between the city and the schools? A 
sufficient number of people from 
both the district and parochial 
schools participated in the Blue 
Ribbon committee deliberations to 
indicate an interest. 

And not everybody thinks playing 
soccer (although very beneficial) is 
the only important thing to do in the 
world. 

Can you imagine a better place to 
teach Placentia or California history 
than in a room in the house of one of 
the city’s founders?

At 
least not on our budget.

Aircraft 


Banned on 
January 1 


Aircraft pilots are requir- 
ed to avoid flying at low 
altitudes over the Pasadena 
Rose Parade, Rose Bowl, 
and adjacent crowded areas 
on January I. 

The restriction on this 
airspace by the Federal 
Aviation Administration in 
cooperation with the Pasa- 
dena Police Department 
and the Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's Department is to 
minimize air traffic over the 
Parade and Rose Bowl 
Game during each activity. 

In accordance with Part 
91.91 of the Federal Aviation 
Regulations and in the 
interest of public safety, 
airplanes shall be flown 
above 5,000 feet (mean sea 
level) and helicopters shall 
remain above 1,900 feet 
(mean sea_ level) when 
traversing the area within a 
three-mile radius of the 
Rose Bowl or Rose Parade 
route. 

Pilots in the vicinity 
should be especially alert 
for other air traffic and take 
extra precautions before 
maneuvering their aircraft. 
As in past years, the FAA 
and Pasadena Police De- 
partment and Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment helicopters will be 
patrolling the area through- 
out the day. 

This restriction is the 
result of an air traffic safety 
problem created in past 
years by increased sight- 
seeing and other non-es- 
sential aircraft in the area, 
according to Robert H. 
Stanton, Director of the 
FAA’s Western Region. 

‘Aircraft thoughtlessly 
flown over the area creaie 
disturbances to spectators, 
most of whom travel great 
distances and wait many 
hours to view the spec- 
tacle,’’ Stanton said.

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Program Prompts Discussion 


A program which has 
serviced 13 Placentia Train- 
able Mentally Retarded 
youngsters and adults as 
well as some from the cities 
of Brea and Yorba Linda will 
apparently be seeking other 
funding than city budget 
money. 

The summer therapeutic 
recreation program for a ten 
week period was budgeted 
at $2,819 by the city of 
Placentia. Of this amount 
$310 was not spent and was 
recommended for use in an 
additional program. 

Councilwoman Virginia 
Farmer, stressing that she 
is not opposed to therapeu- 
tic programs, stated that 
she would ‘‘like to see the 
city look into a sponsoring 
organization to take over 
the financing of the 
therapeutic programs so 


that it does not become an. 


additional. burden on the 


property owner or see a 
shift in this to another level 
of government through 


grants or whatever.” 


‘I recognize that that is 
taxpayer money,’’ Mrs. 
Farmer continued. ‘‘How- 
ever the homeowner is 
having to bear the brunt of 
increased services toward 
groups and it is becoming 
clear to a great many of us 
that the homeowner cannot 
on his property tax, 
continue to absorb special 
programs.’’ 


“I’m not opposed to 
special programs,’’ Mrs. 
Farmer added. ‘‘And some- 
thing as worthy as this is 
difficult to contest. I’m 
looking for a way to shift 
it.”’ 

Mayor George De Jesus 
explained that there are no 


funds available for this 
particular item and sugges- 
ted that organizations be 
encouraged to contribute to 
its support. ‘‘We need to 
get some help,’’ he pointed 
out. 

The special recreational 
program conducted in 
Placentia, involved 13 local 
youngsters and adults and 
for one segment, five 
non-residents and for a 
second phase, 15 nonresi- 
dents. 

Activities were basically 
bowling, swimming, arts, 
crafts, games, _ sports, 
music, rhythms and sensory 
motor activities. Also in- 
cluded was a Day Camp 
format with field trips to the 
Enchanted Village, a Har- 
bor Cruise, Marineland, 
beach trips and fishing. 

City recreation _ staff 
recommended an additional 


18-week program at no 
added cost to the city. Costs 
would ‘be borne by money 
raised by the Therapeutic 
Recreation Booster Club, 
registration fees and sur- 
plus funds. ($310). 


The surplus funds was 
the item that concerned 
Mrs. Farmer. 

The proposed new project 
would involve ages 5 to 29 
with a program, meeting on 
Saturdays and running from 
January through June. 
Costs involve staff, equip- 
ment.and materials. Partici- 
pants would pay a registra- 
tion fee and in some. cases a 
small participation fee. 


After the discussion the 
council unanimously ap- 
proved the $310 expendi- 
ture with Councilman Don- 
ald Holt arriving later in the 
meeting. 


Course Gives Grooming Tips 


The course outlines may 
say that Janet Feltenberger 
deals with hair styles, 
makeup, and wardrobe in 
her adult education person- 
al’ grooming/charm and 
personal development 
classes. 

But the instructor finds 
that the biggest contribu- 
tions she can make in the 
person’s attempts to 
change herself come in the 
area of attitude. 

Beauty might look only 
skin deep, but the instructor 
says that the modifications 
that help women change 
themselves begin inside. 
Mrs. Feltenberger teaches 
in the North Orange County 
Community College District 
adult education program. 
One course meets on 
Thursdays from 9 a.m. until 
12 noon at the Placentia 
Library. Her class is called 
Personal Grooming, Poise, 
Confidence, and Charm. 
The cost is a $4 tuition fee. 

Mrs. Feltenberger finds 
that most students come out 
of the class liking them- 
selves better than they did 
before even if they don’t 
take advantage of sugges- 
tions for changing their 
appearance. 

“Lack of confidence is 
what most women lack even 
more than a new hairdo,”’ 
she observed: She pointed 
out that what many women 
gain is the confidence of 
knowing about some of the 
things they may not have 
learned when they were 
growing up—the hows and 
whys of selecting the most 
flattering clothing lines, 
applying makeup, deter- 
mining the kind of hairdo 
that meets lifestyle needs. 

Classes Mrs. _ Felten- 
berger teaches are not 
geared just for the needs of 
women with employment 
goals, but she finds that the 
results are much the same. 

“The class gives the 
participants a boost to go on 
to something else,’’ she 
observed, noting that the

Nestande (R-Orange) pre- 
dicted ‘‘that a _ capital 
punishment bill would 
become law this year.’’ 
Nestande was re-appointed 
to the Assembly Criminal 
Justice Committee which 
will consider capital punish- 
ment legislation. 

While Nestande ‘‘favors 
a new capital punishment 


bill,’’ the Criminal Justice 
Committee has traditionally 
been a difficult hurdle for 
law enforcement legisla- 
tion. 

Nestande, who has often 
found himself at odds with 
the Committee’s liberal 
majority, indicated that he 
felt ‘‘a bill would be voted 
out of Committee, rather 
than the entire Assembly

points of view at that time also.”’ 

Councilman Donald Holt, who had 
worked to save the house before he 
was elected to the council and 
conducted part of his _ political 
campaign inside the vintage home 
built in 1904, surprisingly seconded 
the motion. 

Councilman Jack Gomez quickly 
asked for a roll call vote and then 
apparently changed his mind. The 
tally was a unanimous voice vote. 

The city council action was 
diametrically opposed to recommen- 
dations made by the Blue Ribbon 
Committee it had appointed a short 
time ago. The committee had found 
the Bradford family home to be an 
asset with a replacement value 
between $240,000 and $300,000. 

Committee recommendations to 
the council were that the house not 
be demolished and not te sold. 

Recommendation was made 
further that the house and the park 
area around it be designated an 
Historical Point of Interest. 

Other recommendations were 
aimed toward making the house 
economically self sufficient without 
the expenditure of taxpayer money. 
However, members of the city 
council have taken no further action 
than to ask for a legal opinion from 
City Attorney Charles Post III as to 
whether park in lieu fees could be 
used for the maintenance of the 
home. 

Post’s answer was no. The ci y 
attorney stated, however, that park 
in lieu fees could be used for 
improvements on the home, but not 
maintenance. ‘‘And the improve- 
ments are a grey area.”’ 

He added that the measure on the 
ballot in April, 1976, was an advisory 
vote to the council and _ not 
mandatory. The ballot item 
querying whether tax payer money 


Bradford House 


should be spent for the maintenance 
and upkeep of the Bradford House 
as an historical monument, lost by 
220 votes. 

Larry Leaman, recreation pro- 
gram manager for Orange County 
reacted in surprise when he heard 
the news that the house would either 
be sold or torn down. 

“I wasn’t expecting that,’’ ne 
replied. 


Leaman said that no official action 
has been taken on the purchase of 
the George Key Ranch in Placentia, 
which also contains a heritage home, 
but that the county is still interestea 
in buying it. 

Leaman said also that the decision 
to reject the Bradford Home was 
coming at a time when one federal 
fund had just been tripled to save 
structures such as the vintage 
house. 

Proposition No. 2, passed in the 
November 2 election, the Nejedly- 
Hart State, Urban and Coastal Park 
Bond Act of 1976, also will put 
money into every city in Orange 
County, Leaman explained. 

This could conceivably result in 
Placentia receiving $89,000 for park 
acquisition, development, recrea- 
tion or historical uses, Leaman 
outlined. ‘‘But don’t hold me to that 
figure. There is no official list as 
yet.”’ 

Approval of projects is required. 

Leaman said he also anticipates 
that county supervisors will order a 
county-wide inventory of historical 
sites in 1977. Any such sites that 
have historical impact of county 
Significance may in that case be 
eligible for county assistance. 

The state also is accepting 
applications until February 1, 1977 
for federal historic preservation 
grants for the fiscal year 1977-78.
